Gardner-Webb moves on with definite ideals of scholarship, Chris- 
tian bias, and community service. However, as we progress the lines 
are tightening and now becoming taut. The fact that we do not have 1 
too much trouble securing students may lull us to sleep. The inescapable 
fact that we may close the school confronts us always. Some of the 
1 easons are the intense competition with colleges and universities to 
keep well-trained and competent faculty; and the need for equipment, 
scientific and otherwise, to do the job. 

Beyond this is the economic tax burden crying out for junior 
colleges to assume a great part of the load of increased enrollment. All 

predictions are for double the en- 
rollment in ten years. These all must 
come in as freshmen. The most in- 
expensive part of a student’s educa- 
tion is the first two years. So it is 
my prediction that the junior and 
community college will go on sweep- 
ing the country as the best solution 
to the enrollment and economic prob- 
lems of universal education. 

Facing that is the trend in North 
Carolina in private circles to aban- 
don the junior college. This can be 
seen in the recent action of the Pres- 
byterians. It will likely be obvious 
in the forth-coming report of the 
Committee of 25 of the Baptists. 

It may be best for our junior col- 
leges to become senior. If so the 
best way to do so is to make the fac- 
ilities, faculty, and product of the first two years worthy to be extended 
to four. This will require much more money, but we can do it if we 

wish. Now is the time to begin. Watch for developments, or create 
some.

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Twin Feature Planned 
For Summer School 

Summer school operations are 
expected to take a spectacular leap 
forward this year, with plans al- 
ready in progress to add several 
new courses and introduce an en- 
tirely new program of study. 

One phase of the summer session 
will be designed to attract students 
who have studied during the acad- 
emic year at other colleges, senior 
or junior, as well as those who 
were enrolled at Gardner - Webb. 
Credits given are fully transfer- 
able and college officials will as- 
sist the student in checking trans- 
fer of credits to the school of his 
choice. 

The other feature will be teach- 
ing of high school and intermediate 

courses in plane geometry (Math 
27), analytic geometry (Math 113), 
and intermediate algebra. The 

courses are intended primarily tor 
college students who are seeking a 
better background in mathematics 
and those who are required to re- 
move deficiencies in this field to be 
eligible for advanced studies or 
graduation and for high school 
seniors who wish to remove math 
deficiencies before entering Gard- 
ner-Webb or another college. 

The college will operate the sum- 
mer school on a full scale, with 
Stroup Dormitory for Women and 
HAPY Dormitory for Men open to 


boarding students, with resident 
counselors in each building. The 
cafeteria will be open, and students 
will have access to the swimming- 
pool and all summer recreational 
facilities. 

Members of the college faculty 
and visiting professors from other 
colleges will teach, with at least 31 
courses of study offered. A student 
may enroll for nine semester hours, 
or for 10 with special permission 
from Dean J. 0. Terrell, director of 
the summer school. 

The summer session begins June 
8 and ends August 8, with classes 
meeting five days each week for 
the nine weeks of study. The added 
courses of study and special feature 
in mathematics for high school and 
college students should bring about 
another record enrollment. 

Last summer’s registration 
reached a new record with 140 stu- 
dents enrolled, an increase of 23 
over the previous record of 117. Of- 
ficials are confident the added fea- 
tures should boost this year’s en- 
rollment well beyond all previous 
figures.

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BOARD OF TRUSTEES SERVE COLLEGE 


Who runs Gardner- Webb College? 

Administrative matters are handled by the college president and by 
members of his staff who are responsible to him. 

But Gardner-Webb College is ultimately responsible to the Baptist 
people of North Carolina, who transact business as the Baptist State 
Convention. The Convention appoints a board of trustees to act as policy 
makers for the college. They are given a free hand, but at the same 
time are reminded that if they operate the college in a manner contrary 
to Convention principle and policy they are subject to removal from 
office. 


The board of trustees, the official body responsible for operation of 
Gardner-Webb, are a rotating group of 28 men and women who serve 
the college for terms of four years each. To be eligible for appointment 
to the board a person must be a resident of North Carolina and a member 
of a Baptist church. He must not be a member of any other board or 
agency of the Baptist State Convention. 


Seven new trustees are named 
each year, replacing those who re- 
tire after a four-year term in office. 
Thus the board is completely ro- 
tated every four years. A trustee 
is eligible for re-election to the 
board of Gardner-Webb or another 
institution after being inactive for 
one year, and many are named for 
a second or third term. Some have 
served the college for over 20 years 
in this fashion. 

The board in office has some 
measure of influence in the naming 
of new members. They are asked 
to submit a list of 14 names each 
year to a committee of the Baptist 
State Convention. From this list 
the Convention may appoint seven 
trustees, sometimes the first seven 
listed. Hovever, they may, and 
sometimes do appoint people to the 
board who were not included on 
the list. 

General officers are elected each 
November and take office on Jan- 
uary 1. They include a chairman, 
vice - chairman, secretary, and 


treasurer, all elected by vote of the 
board members. Committee ap- 
pointments are made by the out- 
going executive committee 1 , which 
appoints trustees to four standing 
committees of seven members 
each. These are the finance, tone 
and character, public relations, and 
curriculum committees. The chair- 
man of each committee, the four 
general officers, and one member 
at large comprise an executive 
committee which serves as a 
“working group” to transact rou- 
tine matters for the board between 
meetings. 

The full board meets four times 
each year, in February, May, Au- 
gust, and November. The executive 
committee meets each month to 
take care of routine business and 
to refer major matters to the full 
board. The various other commit- 
tees have called meetings when 
necessary to make studies a n d 

prepare reports. Every trustee 
serves on at least one committee. 
Although the trustees give many

hours of their time, and often have 
considerable travel expense, they 
seldom if ever exercise their right 
to reimbursement of expenses.

The 1958-59 calendar for the Bulldogs shows both bright and dark 
spots, with about half the year's activities completed at press time. 
Coaches Norman Harris and Bob Blackburn are hard at work to make 
the best record possible, and both express confidence the year will end 
on a bright note. 

Football season saw the Bulldogs win three conference games, lose 
two, and tie one for second place in the Western Carolinas Junior Col- 
lege Conference. Their overall record included four wins, four losses, 
and a tie for an even .500 record. They opened the season with a vic- 
tory over Chowan, followed by another over the Mars Hill Lions. Then 
came a rougher section with a tie at Lees McRae and losses to Wingate 
and Georgia Military. Bouncing back, the Bulldogs took clear victories 
over Mars Hill and Lees McRae, but ended the season on a somber note 
with losses to Wingate and the Citadel freshmen. 


Gardner-Webb placed four men 
on the all-conference team: End 
Curt Bruffey, tackle Ed Lohr, 
quarterback Charles Mantooth, and 
center Fred Heavner. 

Coach Blackburn has found his 
first year of basketball coaching at 
his Alma Mater hard and challeng- 
ing, but in recent weeks his efforts 
have begun to pay off. For the first 
time in many years the Bulldogs 
had not a single experienced man 
on the hardwood when the season 
opened. His fast and scrappy team 
of freshmen lost several thrillers 
by less than five points early in the 
season, however, and at press time 
have gained seven heartening vic- 
tories, including an all-important 
conference win over Lees McRae 
and a solid 77-63 victory over a 
powerful Furman University fresh- 
man team. Along with their steady 
improvement the Bulldogs are 
stashing away some valuable ex- 
perience in such stars of next year 
as David Ezell, Garland Hamrick, 

Dal Nanney, Mike Goodman, a n d 
Jim Summey. 

With temperatures still dipping 
toward the zero mark occasionally, 
Coach Norman Harris is at work on 
the coming baseball season. His 
Bulldogs have carried off seven 
conference titles in the last 10 


years, so he has an enviable record 
at stake. He expects to have depth 
and experience on the pitcher's 
mound and behind the plate, with 
three returnees for each spot. 
Aside from that area the diamond 
is wide open for newcomers with 
only one veteran, Dean Jones, cast- 
ing an eye toward either first base 
or the outfield. A recent meeting 
with prospects indicates at least 30 
rookies will show up for practice 
March 18, with a dozen others 
starting mound practice two weeks 
earlier. 

The new gymnasium has attract- 
ed crowds of around 1,000 for sev- 
eral basketball games, and sports 
enthusiasts agree that a lighted 
field would be a major boost to the 
athletic program. A fund for this 
project which will cost $10,000 now 
has one-fourth of its goal. The 
alumni will be a key factor in hav- 
ing the athletic field lighted by 
football season.
